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Texas and the New Regime 


HE long hegira from the political 
wilderness has been virtually com- 
pleted by the Republican party. Vast 
hordes of the faithful, augmented by a 
number of crusading converts, have re- 
settled a political domain from which 
they were evicted 20 years ago and con- 
signed to an ignomi- 
nious exile ever 
since. It was a long 
road back, a road 
labyrinthed with de- 
tours and blind al- 
leys. but they finally 
made it, thanks to a 
fortuitous combina- 
tion of circum- 
stances which deliv- 
ered unto them, at 
the same time, a new-found Eisenhower 
and a found-out Truman. 
So a new regime has come into power, 
a new administration installed in the 
White House executive offices and a new 
Congress set up in business on Capitol 
Hill. It is a new regime all right, de 
facto if not de jure, since it bears little 
resemblance to its last-identifiable ances- 
tor that was cast into limbo two long 
decades ago, It is a regime peopled with 
new faces and invigorated with new 
ideas, and although it functions under 
the aegis of the Republican party, as 
our traditional two-party system necessi- 
tates that it should, it is actually a com- 
posite of new elements representative 
of our constantly changing political so- 
ciety. In this respect, the Republican 
party is merely manifesting the same 
metamorphosis which the Democratic 
party has exhibited in recent years, the 
late Democratic incumbency having 
been a far cry from earlier ones. 
Consequently, a new outlook and a 
fresh start are in prospect here in 
Washington, and now that the Capital 
City has survived the ceremonious exi- 
gencies which are common to Jan- 
uarys of change-over years —the apo- 
pemptics of an outgoing president and 
the salutatories of his successor, plus 
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the complicated mechanics involved in 
the re-organization of Congressional 
committees and functions, not to men- 
tion the plethora of inaugural festivities, 
parades, receptions, balls, and what-alls 

-the business of government is now 
beginning to crystallize. 

In the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment the Cabinet and most of the 
other top posts have all been filled, but 
the Republican patronage dispensers are 
still undergoing the frustrating expe- 
rience of ferreting out the few jobs in 
the bureaucratic maze which are unpro- 
tected by civil service and thus available 
for distribution among the worthy. This 
is a more baffling undertaking than you 
might suspect, since even the Democrats 
lost track long ago of who’s who and 
what’s where in the turgid federal bu- 
reaucracy. The Republic head-hunters, 
mere novitiates in the art, are thus hav- 
ing a tough time rounding up potential 
victims; and it has even been darkly 
suggested that they may eventually have 
to abolish whole agencies and set up 
new ones under different names, in or- 
der to find sufficient patronage to dis- 
pense. 

On Capitol Hill the procedure is more 
routine, of course, since members of 
Congress are elected and not appointed, 
and the people themselves take charge 
of the division of responsibilities and 
spoils. But even there the Republicans 
are precariously ensconced, with only 
razor-thin majorities in both houses. Of 
the 96 members of the Senate, 48 are 
Republicans, 47 are Democrats, and one 
is an Independent. Of the 435 members 
of the House, 221 are Republicans. 211 
are Democrats, and one is an Independ- 
ent; two vacancies exist because of the 
recent deaths of two Democratic mem- 
bers, and if the replacements are Demo- 
crats, as is expected, the ratio will be 
221 to 213. In other words, a shift of 
only two of 96 places in the Senate, and 
only four or five of 435 seats in the 
House, would completely change the 
control of Congress. 


There is no semblance on Capitol Hill, 
therefore, of what the politicians call a 
“working majority” for the party in 
power. The vote on organizing the new 
Congress was strictly party-line stuff, of 
course, but is virtually certain that neith- 
er party henceforth will vote solidly 
as a unit on any legislation which comes 
to the floor. The actual control over 
legislation will be firmly in the hands 
of a conservative coalition of both 
parties, and it is in this coalition, and 
not in the thin numerical Republican 
majority, that the hopes of effectuating 
the Eisenhower reforms must inescap- 
ably lie. 

Of primary interest to Texans is the 
composition of their own delegation, 
and of their 24 members (two senators 
and 22 representatives) five are new, 
although one of them, Martin Dies, is 
an old warrior restored to his happy 
hunting grounds of some years back. It 
is an unusual fact that once again no 
Texas incumbent who sought re-election 
was defeated, the newcomers all replac- 
ing members who chose not to run 
again for the seats they held, Not for 
many years has a Texas Congressman 
seeking re-election been defeated, al- 
though two of them were returned with 
such infinitesimal majorities in the last 
election that they were promptly in- 
vested by their colleagues with the time- 
honored accolade of “landslide.” 

A political change of such far-reach- 
ing dimensions as has now taken place 
in Washington has many significant 
aspects, of course, but among the most 
significant is the fact that the one state 
in the union which has undergone the 
transition with the least discernible gain 
or loss in influence and prestige is Texas. 
In the Democratic administration just 
ended, Texas was unquestionably a 
power; its members of Congress were 
at the top in influence and seniority, 
and in the executive departments many 
Texans were highly prominent. Yet. 
curiously enough, in the new regime a 
native Texan is president, and two 
Texans are minority leaders of both 
houses of Congress, a political situation 
unprecedented in our nation’s history. 
Moreover, a Texan is secretary of the 
Navy, another is federal security admin- 
istrator, and still others are high in 
political councils. It is a remarkable fact 
that Texas has arisen like a phoenix 
from the ashes of one administration to 
significant prominence in another; and 
nothing could be more illustrative of 
the truth that the new crusade belongs 
far less to the politicians than to the 
people. 
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HE post-war transition of Dallas to a metropolitan center 

has been marked by striking changes in the night skyline. 
The mass impact of electric spectaculars, perhaps more than 
any other factor, sets the new Dallas apart from the old, On 
downtown streets, in neighborhood shopping centers, on its 
boulevards and superhighways, illuminated signs are setting 
new standards for advertising and adding new light and glam- 
our to nighttime Dallas. 

In modern commerce, electric signs are “beacons that 
beckon business” and the metropolitan Dallas night skyline 
has become a major civic asset. The ever-increasing use of 
electric signs, brilliantly lighted expressways, store fronts and 
the illumination of Dallas’ many fine suburban shopping cen- 
ers is not only a modern advertising asset to the individual 
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firms and business sections involved, but also contributes to 
the overall night glamour of metropolitan Dallas. 

The lighted tower atop the 439-foot Mercantile Bank Build- 
ing, the Flying Red Horse turning on the roof of the Magnolia 
Petroleum Building and the floodlighted 568-foot television 
tower of KRLD are Dallas landmarks at night. And the air 
traveler coming into Dallas at night sees a veritable fairyland 
of lights topped by dramatic spectaculars in the center of 
downtown Dallas, its glowing downtown streets and chains of 
lights branching out to its suburbs. and lighted highways 
radiating out in every direction. 

A half-century ago, before the coming of modern highway 
transportation, the picture was entirely different. Even down- 
town signs in those days were relatively small and seldom 
illuminated. The major outdoor signs were concentrated 
along railroad and interurban right-of-ways and were visible 
only during daylight. There was little night glamour in the 
Dallas downtown section. 

In that era, iron, glass and wood signs were the fash- 
ion. The cigar store Indian was still in vogue. Merchants 
demanded elaborate window signs and most of the fancy 
signs were in show windows or inside shops. Chromo-litho- 
graphic glass signs were considered the last word. Sand blast. 
gold and embossed signs. paper, steel and tin show cards and 
framed picture advertising signs were prized imports. Raised 
and gilded gold letters were the top mark of commercial afflu- 
ence in outdoor signs, and elaborate design the inside picture. 

The first electric arc lights flickered in Dallas in 1882 and

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even at the turn of the century some merchants had crude bulb 
signs, partly built in local shops and partly assembled jobs. 
The growth of illuminated outdoor signs in Dallas was greatly 
accelerated during the twenties. In 1922, the first major elec- 
tric outdoor sign in Dallas was installed on top of the Fish- 
burn Building on Ross Avenue and in 1927, the first neon sign 
in Dallas was installed in front of Paul’s Shoe Store. 

Motion picture theaters moved out of the old-time “shoot- 
ing galleries” and the growth of the Interstate Circuit markec 
the installation of elaborate theater signs in Dallas. In the 
meantime, the steady growth of auto traffic and the building 
of highways had accelerated the development of the outdoor 
advertising industry which traces its origin back to the early 
days of circus posters, originally posted on buildings, fences 
and barns. Those who remember that period will recall the 
famous “Bull Durham” and “Horse-Shoe Cut Plug” signs and 
the days when a well located barn was a farmer’s advertising 
asset. 


Today, on Central Expressway, Hines Boulevard and other 
major traffic arteries, outdoor advertising has become a 
standard medium with circulation based on traffic and meas- 
ured as accurately as that of a metropolitan newspaper. 

Although not a part of the electric sign business in trade 
terms, Dallas outdoor advertising breaks down into two cate- 
gories: poster advertising and painted displays. The poster 
carries copy known in the trade as the 24 sheet and this space 
is sold on the basis of coverage and circulation. The painted 
bulletin is the second largest classification and is produced 
individually for the advertiser. Many of these posters and 
bulletins are illuminated and all are uniform. And as in all 
metropolitan areas, outdoor advertising produces business 
for advertisers and adds its part to the nighttime glamour 
of Dallas. 

At night the glowing neon and electric signs in Dallas’ 
downtown section, in its theater district, its spectaculars and 
the dramatic identification signs used by its department 
stores, hotels and other business establishments, give Dallas 
a cheerful, friendly atmosphere. 

One of the most unique of these signs is the new telesign on 
the First National Bank Building. Modern lighting and elec- 
tric signs also give a dramatic setting to Dallas’ strategic traf- 
fic points on Dallas’ major traffic arteries and expressways, 
the Triple Underpass, the Good-Latimer Expressway and the 
Fort Worth Pike.

light to Dallas’ modern shopping centers. These “little metro- 
politan areas” are in themselves brighter and more attractive 
than downtown Dallas of several decades ago. Since most of 
these shopping centers were planned recently they incorpo- 
rate the latest designs in architecture, illumination and mer- 
chandising, In all of these plans, provision has been made for 
striking electric signs and ample well-lighted parking areas. 

Wynnewood Shopping Village in Oak Cliff, Inwood Vil- 
lage, Miracle Mile, Preston Center, Walnut Hill, Stevens 
Park, Snider Plaza, Casa Linda, Casa View and many others 
are testimonials to the foresight of their planners who under- 
stood the attractive power of light in advertising areas, 

Even older neighborhoods such as the Cedar Springs area, 
Ross Avenue, Live Oak and others, have been virtually reju- 
venated by the remodeling and lighting of store fronts, the 
installation of spectacular signs and the general use of illumi- 
nated advertising to add new lift and glamour.

ALLAS ranks as one of the major sign centers of the 
D nation and the modern sign industry is big business. 
Producers of the vast number of outdoor electric lamp and 
luminous tube signs account for an annual volume of about 
265 million dollars including 53 million for maintenance. 

Dallas’ estimated annual volume of slightly less than five 
million dollars compares with a Chicago volume of ten mil- 
lion—and a relatively small percentage of this is maintenance. 
The position of Dallas is founded primarily on quality and 
pioneering in new ideas that have played a major part in the 
expansion and evolution of the modern sign industry. 

Pointing up the prestige and position of Dallas as one of 
the nation’s major sign production centers, the National Elec- 
tric Sign Association Convention will be held in Dallas early

in February. This will mark the first time this event has ever 
been held in the South. National leaders in the sign industry, 
coming here for this event, will inspect some of the most mod- 
ern sign plants in the entire world. 

Major Dallas sign manufacturing plants serve many of the 
largest sign accounts in the nation. Dallas-made signs and 
porcelain enamel identification are shipped to all parts of 
the world. 

Pioneering in ideas has been the keynote in the develop- 
ment of the Dallas sign industry, and by a curious historical 
coincidence, the evolution of Dallas’ modern sign industry 
ties back almost three-quarters of a century to a pioneer sign 
painter who came here in 1879 when Dallas was a small town 
of less than 10,000 people; the founder of the Texlite Corpo- 
ration, H. P. Borich, an Italian who just barely missed being 
one of the many victims of the great Chicago fire. 

In that era, commercial sign painting was a sideline for 
house painters. The Dallas city directory of 1880 lists eight 
“house, sign and ornamental painters,” including P. S. 
Borich, at 116 Sycamore (now Akard). Painters and paper- 
hangers were obviously the aristocrats of the profession. The 
1890 directory listed 15 painters and it was not until 1901 
that the sign industry was dignified with a separate listing of 
“sign painters.” This classification was easily dwarfed in vol- 
ume and display advertising by “saloons, hack lines and 
wagon yards.” However, the P. S. Borich Sign Shop had 
grown enough to rate a display ad which carries his address 
as “Akard, Bryan and Pacific” (the present site of the Pulley

plont at the left which was located on Trezevant Street, the new main plant 
is located in one of Dallas’ new industrial districts on Manor Way. 


Bone Triangle) and to also carry the caption: “Signs painted 
and sent to any part of the state.” 

Other advertising in these earlier directories indicated that 
the more elaborate chromo-lithographic glass signs and iron 
and gold embossed jobs came mostly from Cincinnati, and 
Dallas was probably Texas and southwestern headquarters 
for sign making and distribution. About this same period the 
name of J. F. Zimmerman began to appear in the Dallas sign 
picture, first as an associate of Tilley & Company, and a few 
years later under the present firm name. 

Zimmerman had come to America from Switzerland, 
taught in Missouri schools and sold books. He came to Texas 
originally with the Santa Fe Railroad and had risen to the 
position of division superintendent of maintenance at Temple. 
A rail accident cut short his transport career and he came to 
Dallas about the turn of the century to operate a concession 
stand in the Santa Fe depot at Dallas, This connection did not 
prove too profitable and he capitalized on his European art 
training by joining forces with J. B. Tilley, a house painter, 
who noticed the neat and unusual signs on Zimmerman’s 
fruit stand. 

Operations of the Smith Sign Company during the late 
nineties throw an interesting sidelight on economic cus- 
toms of the period. This firm held contracts with the Texas & 
Pacific Railway. The T. & P. paid for their signs in “scrip” 

-and T. J. Smith peddled the rail tickets in eastern centers 
to get cash for his operations. Other Dallas firms prominent 
during that period were the White Engraving Company and 
Smithson & Harris, located on the site of the Magnolia Build-

ing. Although a rather substantial oper- 
ation, the name of this firm does not 
appear in the Dallas City directory of the 
period. 

The journeyman sign painter and 
builder was the key man in the Dallas 
sign industry during the early years of 
the century. Parts for signs were shipped 
in from the East, built and assembled. In 
the words of a pioneer sign builder, “It 
was essentially a hammer and saw oper- 
ation.”

The advertising business had not then 
even begun its present specialization and 
the scrambled state of the business is re- 
flected in a 1907 ad in the Dallas city 
directory for the New York Sign System. 
This firm advertised: “Five Expert Art- 
ists,” and in addition to signs and show 
cards, also engaged in “Ad Writing,” 
“Distribution,” “Window Trimming,” 
“Booklet Writing” and “Printing.” 

In 1917, J. B. McMath, Sr., now presi- 
dent of the McMath-Axilrod Corpora-

tion, became an employee of the Borich 
Sign Company and in 1922 supervised 
the building of Dallas’ first modern sign 
plant, a 40 by 50 wooden building on 
Trezevant Street. That same year the 
plant built and installed the first major 
electric sign in Dallas for the Fishburn 
Cleaning Company. Two years later the 
Wineburgh interests bought out Texlite, 
and Harold Wineburgh, president of 
Texlite, Inc., came into the Dallas sign 
picture. In 1927 Texlite built and in-

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stalled a 5,000-lamp electric sign for the 
Sanger Theater in New Orleans. This 
sign was more than 63 feet in height. It 
brought Dallas national recognition and 
marked the beginning of Dallas as per- 
haps the major center in the nation for 
building theater signs. 

One of the major problems of the sign 
industry of that period was getting fin- 
ishes to withstand weather. The use of 
porcelain enamel was coming into the 
picture to meet this problem and Texlite 
was forced to buy their porcelain enamel 
facing in Chicago, the East or the West 
Coast. This made competition difficult 
with northern firms who were shipping 
their signs into the southwest. In 1927 
Texlite outgrew its Trezevant Street plant 
and moved into a much larger location 
on Commerce Street. 

In 1930 the management decided to in- 
stall a porcelain enamel plant to manu- 
facture their own facings. One small box- 
type furnace was installed in their Com- 
merce Street plant and other equipment. 
This really marked the beginning of the 
modern era in the Dallas sign industry 


and the company began to make sign fac-

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Ben Wooten Elected 
President for Second Term 


66 E had a fine year. A great year 

in many, many ways. But now 
we have the tougher job of doing better, 
of keeping it up in 1953.” 

Thus, Ben H. Wooten, a persuasive, 
friendly man who likes to describe him- 
self as “an East Texas boy who came 
to the big city,” began his second term 
as president of the Dallas Chamber of 
Commerce. 

When he was chosen again by the 
Chamber’s board of directors, Mr. 
Wooten declared: 

“With humility and dedication I ac- 
cept this honor to help in the growth 
and progress of one of the nation’s great 
cities. I have deep, abiding faith in the 
future of Dallas. . . . I have faith in the 
greatness of its people and the soundness 
and industry on which Dallas has been 
built.” 

Mr. Wooten, president of the First 
National Bank of Dallas, led the Cham- 
ber in 1952, a memorable year. Con- 
crete steps for greater harmony between 
Dallas and Fort Worth were taken. espe- 
cially in the formation of the Dallas- 
Fort Worth Area Development Commit- 
tee.

Civil Defense Leaders 
Plan Industrial Efforts 


ETROPOLITAN Dallas, with its 

multitude of varied and essential 
industries, plays a key role in the civil 
defense efforts of the great Southwest. 

This belief and the increased interest 
shown in civil defense activities through- 
out Texas and the Southwest during the 
past year were emphasized in Dallas at 
a regional meeting of civil defense lead- 
ers of Texas, Oklahoma and Louisiana. 

The officials met in Dallas with French 
Robertson, federal regional civil defense 
director. 

William L. McGill of Austin, speak- 
ing for the civil defense training pro- 
gram of Texas, reported that many more 
persons have started taking first aid 
courses during the past year, with ap- 
proximately 4,700 Red Cross certificates 
now being issued monthly to Texans. 

“We hope eventually to train one of 
every seven persons in Texas.” Mr. Mc- 
Gill stated. 

The state civil defense coordinator 
also revealed that a plan has been de- 
veloped and now is in progress to pool 
and coordinate the work of state and 
local government workers and agencies 
for civil defense. Now in the process of 
development are auxiliary fire, police 
and health units, manned by trained 
volunteers, he reported. 

Civil defense directors from the three 
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states made these reports of progress in 
their jurisdictions: 

Potential civil defense leaders at Still- 
water, Oklahoma, are taking a course in 
counter-disaster procedure. Oklahoma 
Director L. A. Chatham of Claremore, 
reported the Stillwater civil defense 
school is the only one in the nation 
financed by an individual state. 

W. D. Haas of Bunkie, Louisiana, re- 
ported that the bayou state now has the 
nation’s finest mobile radio communica- 
tions unit—a_ trailer equipped with 
seven receiving and sending sets. 

And Mr. McGill reported that an 
underground communications center is 
nearing completion a mile outside of 
Austin for use as a civil defense com- 
munications nerve center. 

Operations of federal and state civil 
defense administrative agencies to co- 
operate with cities in building a strong 
defense network also were discussed dur- 
ing the Dallas meeting. 

Officials of the Federal Civil Defense 
Administration explained that it has a 
matching funds program which is used 
io aid eligible municipalities in financing 
their civil defense operations. The state 
division of Defense and Disaster Relief 
aids such municipalities through ex- 
planations of the program and by pro- 
viding necessary application blanks for 
the federal aid,

HE growing demand in the business 

world for technicians and specialists 
in various fields has caused many Dallas 
people to investigate and enroll in night 
school.

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Allie Adams 


HEN Allie Jarman was a little girl 

back in Phillips County, Arkan- 
sas, her parents gave her a little iron 
stove that really worked. Allie would 
stuff the gadget with wood chips, stoke 
up a good fire and cook tiny biscuits 
from batter her mother whipped up. 

Now, as Mrs. Allie Adams, she and 
her husband run the Adams Candy Com- 
pany, one of Dallas’ largest. Thousands 
of boxes bearing her name go all over 
the country. 

Instead of cooking with miniature pots 
and pans, Mrs, Adams watches over large 
sorting tables and forty-gallon kettles. 

When Allie was nine years old, she had 
to leave the little stove behind on the 
family plantation. Her father decided the 
Phillips County schools had little to offer 
and he moved his family to the opposite 
corner of Arkansas — to Fayetteville. 

There, Allie grew up. Her high school 
grades were high, especially in home eco- 
nomics, and she went on to the University 
of Arkansas for courses in domestic 
science and art. 

One day a young music teacher at the 
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university named Ramon Adams stopped 
at the Jarman home. He wanted to rent 
a room, and he got one for $5 a month. 

Mr. Adams started courting Allie right 
away. He took her to the theater prac- 
tically every night and Allie would watch 
the silent movie or the traveling road 
show while her beau sawed away at his 
violin in the 12-piece orchestra. 

It was a quick courtship. In six and a 
half weeks (according to Mrs, Adams) 
they were married. Mr. Adams’ music 
work took the young couple to Chicago 
and Shawnee and Wichita Falls and Fort 
Worth before they settled down in Dallas 
in the twenties. Mr. Adams took a job 
with the Dallas Symphony Orchestra and 
the Palace Theater. 

All this time, Allie Adams never lost 
her yen for cooking — scientific cooking. 
She took correspondence courses in the 
chemistry of foods, candy making and 
the like, and on Christmas she would 
pack up piles of candy boxes for her 
friends. 

This hobby was to prove quite a bless- 
ing. One day while Mr. Adams was 


cranking his Model A Ford, the handle 
kicked back and broke his arm. Violin 
playing was out of the question for some 
time, and the couple looked around for 
another way to make a living. 

After a drug store failed, Mrs. Adams 
suggested the candy business. It was a 
gamble — right at the start of the depres- 
sion — but in late 1929, Adams Sweet 
Shop opened in the middle of Theater 
Row on Elm Street. 

The store was a tough job, Mrs. 
Adams recalls. In addition to making 
and retailing candy, the store served soft 
drinks and sandwiches 15 hours a day, 
seven days a week. 

One candy box, “Burnt Offering,” 
proved quite popular after Mrs. Adams 
dreamed it up, and Neiman-Marcus 
started buying it in batches. The Adam- 
ses decided they liked wholesaling, and 
were anxious to give up the long hours 
of the Elm Street store. 

They talked to various department 
stores, lined up some orders and on 
January 1, 1937, opened Adams Candy 
Company in a small section of the build- 
ing the firm now occupies. 

Allie Adams knew she had to get 
something with wide popular appeal. She 
pondered and tore at the problem. 

“Then one night I was lying in bed 
and all of a sudden I could see this box 
of candy in my mind’s eye,” she reealls. 
“TI rushed down to the plant next morn- 
ing, filled a box and told Ramon that 
we finally had it.” 

Mrs. Adams dubbed the package 
“Allie Adams’ Texas Pecandy.” Several 
hundred boxes were sent up to Neiman’s 
and in several hours they were gone. 
Adams Candy Company was on its way. 

Today, the firm sells more than half 
its “Brownie Sue’s” and “Texas Mints” 
and “Texas Panoramas” and “Almon- 
dandies,” et cetera, outside Dallas in 
fashionable stores like Altman’s in New 
York, Higbee in Cleveland and Foley’s 
in Houston. 

Always, the Adamses have capitalized 
on the Texas origin of their candy. On 
several boxes, drawings from the west- 


ern stories Mr. Adams writes in his 
spare time adorn the packages. 
Mrs. Adams’ brothers and sisters 


accuse her of forsaking her native Ar- 
kansas. Once her brother, Calvin, tele- 
phoned from Helena, Arkansas, to ar- 
range a family reunion. 

In his ultra-slow Arkansas drawl, Cal- 
vin said, “Why, Allie, you talk just like 
a Yankee.” 

“No siree,’” Mrs. Adams replied in a 
not-so-slow drawl. “I just talk like a 
Texan.”

A fire destroyed the Commerce Street 
plant in 1935, including practically all 


| . . 
| tools and equipment and creating an 








emergency on finishing installation on 
the Magnolia “Flying Red Horse” which 
had been built in the plant in the fall of 
1934. The company then bought a build- 
ing on Factory Street and moved their 
plant to that location. Early in 1937 Tex- 
lite installed a new radiant tube furnace 
in its Factory Street plant, which at that 
time was the largest box-type furnace in 
the world. 

In 1946 J. B. McMath, Sr., resigned 
his position as executive vice president 
and general manager of Texlite and with 
Jack Axilrod, founded the McMath-Axil- 
rod Corporation with a plant on Third 
Avenue. This firm, which recently built 
a major addition, continues to operate 
today as engineers, designers and manu- 
facturers of porcelain enamel, plastic and 
neon signs and also manufactures special 
equipment for the use of sign manufac- 
turers. Unable to continue expansion in 
the Love Field area, the Texlite organi- 
zation in 1949 built and moved into an 
$800,000 plant at 3305 Manor Way. This 
plant is today the largest and most mod- 
ern porcelain enamel and neon sign fac- 
tory in the world. 

The current Dallas telephone directory 
lists 43 sign manufacturers, and in addi- 
tion to Texlite and McMath-Axilrod, lists 
such outstanding modern plants as J. F. 
Zimmerman & Sons, builders of many of 
Dallas’ largest signs; Outdoor Electric 
Advertising, Inc., Federal Electric Com- 
pany and others. These major plants and 
medium and smaller units in the sign 
business employ about 750 people and 
bring Dallas an estimated annual payroll 
of more than $1,600,000. 

In terms of production, the sign indus- 
try is perhaps Dallas’ most spectacular, 
and its leadership is evidenced by Dallas’ 
modern skyline and the quality of signs 
and identification throughout metropoli- 
tan Dallas. Dallas outdoor plants, such as 
Middleton, Inc., and Uhler & Company. 
and its facilities for painted bulletins and 
poster advertising have been a contribut- 
ing factor to its position as the leading 


| advertising center of the Southwest. 





Today, its major plants, staffed with 
top-flight engineers and technicians, its 
glowing skyline and all that go to make 
up its pre-eminence in this important 
phase of modern advertising trace back 
to the not-forgotten journeymen who 
blazed another trail of pioneer progress 
in Dallas and the great empire of Texas.

HE above photograph shows J. F. Zimmerman, one of Dallas’ pioneers 

in the sign industry, standing in his shop a half century ago, then 
located at the present entrance to the Dallas Athletic Club. The advertising 
business of that period had not yet reached its present state of specialization 
and many printers of the period produced signs and window cards. Among 
the leading printers of that day in Dallas was The Egan Company, founded 
in 1892 and first located where the Mercantile Securities Building now 
stands. The company later moved to a location on Commerce Street near 
Poydras Street and in 1916 moved to its present location at 912-1006 Ross 
Avenue. That was the year The Egan Company purchased the John F. 
Worley Printing Company and the two plants. were merged. Specialization 
and mechanization has been the keynote during the intervening years, and 
today The Egan Company specializes in the printing of telephone and city 
directories, bank insurance and business forms, stationery, rate books, cata- 
logues, and railroad and airline timetables and tariffs.
